What is
needed is that the best members of both
parties shonld make an earnest endeavor to
promote the interests of the people, and if
the voters of Pennsylvania improve the op-
portunity likely to be presented, this great
end oan be secured. Bat already hints are
thrown out that some of the Democrats will
make a desperate effort to have the Registry
law abrogated by the convention, that attempts
will be made to overthrow some of the existing
restrictions upon corporations, and in various
other ways private axes will ba ground. It is
far better, however, to incur the risk of such
dangers, against which the people have the
sure safeguard afforded by an opportunity to
vote down an obnoxious mew Constitution,
than to suffer the present Constitution to re-
main nnamended. It is vitally important
that deliverance from the existing evils should
e energetically sought, and in addition to
the varions reform propositions to which we
have herstofore referred, it is perhaps desir-
able that provision should be made for the
election by popular vote of a Lieutenant-
(Giovernor, as well as for a restraint of the
pardoning power, which bas been sadly
abused by our Executives, The most import-
ant ohjeet to be obtained, however, is the
reformation of the Legislature. If a plan
can be devised whereby good men can be
sent to Harrisburg to pass good general laws,
they will correct evils as they are developed
from time to time. We know of ne consti-
tutional change which seews so likely to
effect this end as an increase in the number
of members, Praclically this system works
well in New England, many of her best citi-
zens being every year chosen as legislators,
The objection is made in some qnarters that
an increase of the number of members wonld
convert the Legislature into a mere mob;
but the proceedings of the National
flouse of Representatives, conlaining nearly
two hundred and fifly members,
of the British Honse of Comwmons,
which oentains more than six hundred and
fifty members, and of the National Conven-
tions of the Republican and Dewmooratio par-
tiea, prove the fallaoy of this objection. In
large deliberative bodies men of real talent
generally attain leadership, donkeys and im-
beviles are coughed down, and ocomprehen-
sive measures of general importanoce are much
more apt to be considered than petty private
bills. In our present Legislature the real
leaders are notorious mainly for their ve.
nality; useful public laws never receive atten.
tive counsideration; the public interests are
habitually neglected; and the bodies now an-
nually sssembled in the Capitol at Harrisburg
thus lack the very characteristics which en.
larged membership seewms to give to national
conventions, the House of Representatives,
pud fle Lonse of Commeons.

tures that we Awmericans, who live under a
1epublie that is some degrees removed from
ideal perfection, would consider manifestly
unjust, There is a good desl of injunstice
under our system, undonbtedly, and if ab-
stract justice cannot be realized under either
an ideal or a practical republic, the advocates
for fair play and no favors may well conclnde
that they have a task before them as endless
as that of Sisypbus. By a reasonable amonnt
of vigilance in looking oul for our own inte-
rests, we in civil life can, however, as a rule,

These officers have just been named Judge-
Advocate and Assistant Judge-Advocate of
the Nevy, and their appointment is considered
the first step towards the organization of a
Burean of Justice in the Navy Department.
In order te provide them with employment
the Secretary has directed that they shall re-
view all the records of trials in the navy,
whetber by geperal or snmumary conrts, and
advise the Becrotary in regurd to the proceed-
i ings and sentence in each case.

As specimen nuggels from the mine in
which the new naval Judge Advoonte and his
assistant have been directed to work, we may
mention the case of Surgeon Greene, who
was convicted and sentenced for the high
crime and misdemeanor of refusing to de-
clare a sick man well at the bidding of his
commanding officer; the case of Lientenant-
Commander Seely, who was convioted of out-
rageous crue ty to seamen under his com-
mand, and who was merely sentenced to a
reprimoand from the Secretary and to snspen-
sion for a few months;—this sentence was

essentinliy the same as that in Dr. Greena's |

ense, and it was only prooured by the Secre-
tary sending the findings of the court back
for revision several times, It is worthy of
note also lhat Seely's commanding oflicer,
who was responsible to a great extent
for his performuances, Wwas  never
put on trial at all; — and the case of
Hecond Assistant Eunginesr William Pol-

lard, who was expelled from the service not-

withstandiog the fact that not a single tech-
nical offense was proven agminst him, He
was cashiered by a courl-martial apon
“‘general principles,” because some of his
superior officers considered him a nuisance in
persistently sticking for his legal rights, and
refusing to allow himself to be overriden,
The injustice of the sentence in Mr, Pollard’s
case was recognized clearly by Congress,
which passed a law at its last session au-
thorizing his reinstatement,

The two first cases we have fuentioned are
tolerably familiar to the publie, and they are
excellent examples of the manuver in whioch
naval justice is administered in the diferent
cases of line and staff officers, and an im-
partial public may well inquire, if such a dis-
crepancy exists in the application of the rules
of law and equity to line and staff officers of
abont equal ravk, what must be the difference
